The effort that is at present being 
made 
in this city to 
organize a 


Chamber of Commerce was compar­ 


ed to the building of the wall of 


Jerusalem, 
Sunday 
morning, 
in 
a 


sermon 
at 
the 
First Presbyterian 
church, by the Rev. J. B. Meacham, 


when he spoke on “ A Fortified C ity.” 


It was a timely subject and the w’ork 
of Nehemiah and his followers in 


building the great wall applied to the 


present condition in Rushville. 


Nehemiah was a cupbearer to the 


king of Babylon. 
He was a captiv e 
Jew , and his heart w’ent back to hi> 


home town and church. 
lie heard 
that the remnant of the captivity 


who were left in Jerusalem were in 
great affliction and reproach because 


of the enemy, who had torn down 


the w all and broken down the gates 


and destroyed them with fire, leaving 


the city without defense. 
According 
n the Bible story, Nehemiah was 


given permission to go to Jerusalem 
and rebuild the wall. 
He gathered 


about him a small company of men 
and «‘ailed into 
action those who 


were still alive, and those of the 


surrounding towns and country, to 


help on the walls 
for 
making 
a 


larger, a better and more prosperous 
town. 


The response to service was ans­ 


wered by men from all walks of life. 


Among those who worked for the 


defense 
of 
Jerusalem 
were 
the 


priests, preachers, goldsmiths, drug­ 
gists, 
manufacturers, 
merchants, 


gate-keepers, porters, women, poli­ 


ticians and government officials. 


“ So it is with our city,” said the 


Rev. Mr. Meacham, “ the Chamber of 


Commerce being formed here should 
he backed up by every loyal citizen 


who desires to see a bigger, a better 


and cleaner Rushville. 
Each man 


was assigned work to do on the 


walls of Jerusalem that he was best 


fitted to do. 
Some repairing doors, 


some laying beams, others mending 


the locks, some mixing mortar, oth­ 


ers laying brick, and some cutting 
stone. 


“ Every working party was assign­ 


ed the task nearest to his home, that 


he might help in the building of the 


city wall and at the same time carry 


0 11 his own business as opportunity 


afforded. 
It was a time when men 


of the city and men of the country 


put their shoulders to the wheel— 


men of the factory, men of different 
trades and business, professions and 


callings lent a helping hand for the. 
defense of their city. 


“ There were a few shirkers. 
It is 


said that ‘the nobles of Tekoah put 


not their necks to the work of their 


Lord.’ 
There was also opposition 


from the enemy round about. 
The 


Arabians were very wroth when they 
saw the old walls going up. 
They 


even went so fa r as to fight against 


Jerusalem 
and 
hinder 
the 
work. 


Some were discouraged at the heavy 


task. 
Judah said, ‘the strength of 


the bearers of burdens is decayed, 


and there is much rubbish, so that 


we are not able to build the wall.’ In 


other words, ‘it can’t be done.’ 


“ But Nehemiah and his men were 


able to meet the enemy and the ob­ 


jectors in these words, ‘nevertheless 


we made our prayer unto our God 


and set a watch against them day 


and night.’ ‘Everyone had his sword 


girded by his side and so rehuilded.’ 


“ The result was that the wall was 


built and joined together without a 


breach in it anywhere, and was dedi­ 


cated fo r the reason that the people 


had a mind to work. 
W hat was true 


of Jerusalem may he true of every 


city, of 
Rushville, with a united 
people — preachers, 
merchants,

W ashington, D. C. Feb. 2—It is a 
great mistak e to pu t off work ing 
roads u ntil Au gu st or September, 
according to road experts of the U. 
S. « Department of Agricu ltu re. The 
roads shou ld be work ed when the 
soil is damp so as to mak e the soil 
bak e when it dries ou t. If the roads 
are work ed when they are dry, it 
tak es more power to draw the mach­ 
ine and besides dry earth and du st 
retain moistu re and q u ick ly ru t lifter 
rains. The u se of clods, sods, weeds 
or vegetable m atter in bu ilding earth 
roads shou ld 
be avoided becau se 
they also retain moistu re. 


If the work ing of the roads is de*- 
ferred u ntil the latter part of the 
su mmer when the su rface is bak ed 
dry and hard, they are not only dif­ 
ficu lt to work , bu t the work is u n­ 
satisfactory when done. Earth which 
is loose and dry will remain du sty as 
long as the dry weather lasts, and 
then tu rn to mu d as the rains begin. 
Ily u sing the road machine in the 
spring while the soil is soft and 
damp, the su rface is more easily 
shaped and soon pack s down into 
a dry hard cru st which is less liable 
to become du sty in 
su mmer 
and 
mu ddy in winter. 
Repairs to roads shou ld be made 
when needed and not once a year 
* fte r crops are laid by. 
Becau se pi» 
its simplicity, efficiency* and cheap­ 
ness, the 
split-log drag 
or 
some 
similar device is destined to 
come 
into more 
and 
more 
general u se. 
With the drag properly bu ilt and its 
u se well u nderstood, the mainten- 
anc of earth and gravel roads be­ 
come a simple and inexpensive m at­ 
ter.

law. 


The law provides that the testing 
of milk and cream in Indiana cream­ 
eries, milk factories, shipping s t a ­ 
tions, ice cream 
factories, 
cheese 
factories 
and 
milk 
conden^eries 
must be done or supervised by li­ 
censed testers. 
This is of wide im­ 
portance since the law is applicable 
to many 
business 
institutions 
in 
Kush county. 


Testers’ licenses may be obtained 
upon presentation by the applicant 
of 
a 
certificate 
of 
proficiency, 
properly filled out and signed by the 
chairman of the examining board, 
and upon payment to the chief of 
the dairy department of the experi­ 
ment station of the annual 
license 
fee of two dollars. 


All examinations must be taken at 
Pupdue in Lafayette and in order to 
accommodate all applicants for ex­ 
aminations promptly, the state has 
been divided into three sections, al­ 
phabetically by counties. The exam­ 
inations for the counties from R. to 
A\. which includes Rush county, will 
be held March 20 at 8 a. m. 


A special short course 
of 
one 
week, dealing 
exclusively 
with in­ 
struction in the testing of milk and 
cream, will be given to applicants 
who failed to pass the regular ex­ 
amination or who, for other reasons, 
need special preparation in order to 
pass the examination. 
This 
short 
course will begin March 23, 1014. At 
the conclusion of ifiis short course 
those attending will be given oppor- 
tnity to take the examination.

Hoosier Citizens Pay $8.000.000 a 


Year For Protection From Fire 


Losses Longley Says. 


Forty hotel tires have 
been 
re­ 


ported to the state 
tire 
marshal’s 
office in Indianapolis during the last 
eight months, and among them was 
one from RushviMe, which caused a 
loss at the Windsor, according to* the 
weekly bulletin sent out 
today 
by 
State Fire Marshal Longley. 
“Carelessness with matches and 
the careless smoker are 
the 
1wo 
chief sources of all hotel tires,” said 
the fire marshal. 
“The 
way 
for 
proprietors to protect their property 
is for them to guard in every way 
against fire. 
In some hotels rub­ 
bish is left lying about. 
Employes 
are often permitted to smoke, and 
other hazards to the lives of the oc­ 
cupants are allowed to exist. 
It is 
such carelessness that causes the 
greater part of all 
Indiana 
hotel 
tires.” 


Due to the efforts of I lie 
State 
Bureau of Inspection, 
more 
than 
450 
h o tels 
in 
Indiana 
are 
now 
equipped with fire escapes. 
Many 
are also provided with fire alarm 
gongs and other apparatus for com­ 
municating with each room in case 
fire is discovered in any part of 
the building. 
The value of a tire 
alarm in a hotel, can hardly be over­ 
estimated, according to the tire m ar­ 
shal, since such systems 
have 
in 
many instances been the sole method 
by which lives of occupants have 
been saved. 
An average of seventeen tires oc­ 
curred daily 
throughout 
Indiana 
during December according to re­ 
ports received at 
the 
office. 
The 
average l o s s 
for 
eaeli 
tire 
was 
$1,077.37, 


For the month preceding, the daily 
average 
was 
practically 
the 
same, although the average loss on 
each fire was only $778.05, a de­ 
crease of almost 28 per cent. 


More than eight million dollars in 
insurance premiums is paid by In­ 
diana citizens each year for 
pro­ 
tecting property from fire. 
Such is 
the state fire marshal’s estimate of 
the annual cost of the fire insurance 
now in force in this state. 


“One of the effects of the work of 
the state fire marshal’s office,” said 
the fire marshal, “is sure to he felt 
irt t lie reduction of insurance rates.

Washington, D. C. Feb. 2—It is a 


great mistake to put off working 
roa.ds until August or ^ September, 
according to road experts of the U. 
S. •Department of Agriculture. The 
roads should be worked when the 
soil is damp so as to make the soil 
bake when it dries out. If the roads 
are worked when they' are dry, it 
takes more power to draw the mach- 
ine and besides dry earth and dust 
retain moisture and quickly rut lifter 
rains. The use of clods, sods, weeds 
or vegetable matter in building earth 
roads should be avoided 
because 


they also retain moisture. 


If the working of the roads is de- 


ferred until the latter part- of the 
summer when the surface is baked 


Ky and hard, they are not only dif- 


ficult to work, hut the work is un- 
satisfactory when done. Earth which 
is loose and dry will remain dusty as 
long .as the dry weather lasts, and 
•then turn to mud as the rains begin. 
•By using the road machine in the 
spring while the soil is soft and 
damp, the surface is more easily 
shaped and soon packs down into 
a dry hard crust which is less liable 
.to become dusty in 
summer 
and 


muddy in winter. 


Repairs to roads should be made 


when needed and not once a vear

Rocks Near Falmoutti Claim 


Nineteen Victims, 


London, Feb. 2.—In a gale near Fal- 


mouth the German bark riera went on 
the rocks and nineteen of the crew 
•were drowned. The Hera missed Fal- 
mouth in the intense darkness and 
thick weather, and hit Gull Rock. The 
bark sent up rockets and the Falmouth 
lighthouse launched, a life boat and 
started in a. tremendous sea to look 
for the vessel. The bark could not be 
located for several hours. 
In the 


meantime the Hera had heeled over 
and twenty-one of the twenty-four 
members of the crew embarked in a. 
boat which soon capsized and only five 
regained the ship, which already had 
two feet of water on her deck. The 
bark suddenly heeled until the mast 
was almost horizontal. The eight sur- 
vivors climbed to the topmast and 
clung there with the waves constantly 
sweeping over them. 


The mate, who was in the lowest 


position and was lashed to the mast, 
was drowned by the rising tide. Be- 
fore he died he passed his whistle, 
•which he had been blowing as the only 
distress signal, to the man above him. 
This seaman blew the whistle until 
he was engulfed in the same way as 
the mate, when he passed it on to the 
third man. This man met the same 
fate, but before he was engulfed passed 
the whistle to the next man above 
him.

Following Procedure in Court at Chi- 


cago a Few Days Ago, Petitions Su- 
perior Court at Indianapolis to Take 
Charge of Property of Central Union 
Telephone Company in Indiana. 


Indianapolis, Feb. 2.—Following suit 


'or a receiver for the Central Union 
Telephone company property in In- 
diana, a receivership action in the 
superior court in Cook county, Illinois 
has been filed ic superior court here 
by Christopher Hearn, the owner o 
one share of stock of the company 
He not only aslcs the appointment of a 
receiver, hut asks the court to re 
strain officers of the company from 
making further payments of any kind 
to the American Telephone and Tele 
ijrapli company. 


About the time the suit was filed 


here Judge Dever, in the Chicago] 
court, appointed David R. Forgan of 
that city, Edgar S. Bloom of St. Louis 
and Frank F. Fowle, an electrical con- 
sulting engineer of New York; receiv- 
ers for the company's property in Illi- 
nois. 
The appointment of receivers 


there was made on petition of three 
minority stockholders of the Central 
Union. 
J. \y. Stickney, general superintend- 


ent of the Centra] Union company 
here, and those at the courthouse 
thought the local receivership suit 
was an ancillary proceeding to that in 
Chicago, but Kearn's attorney would 
not verify that supposition. He said 
that he knew little about the Chicago 
proceedings, and the local suit was 
filed by a minority stockholder on t'.ie 
theory that the company's officers had 
surrendered control of the property 
bj agreement to the appointment of 
receivers in Chicago, and that a re- 
ceiver should be appointed to take 
charge of the Indiana property. 


Hearn's complaint alleges practical- 


ly the same facts about the relations 
of the Central Union Telephone com 
pany and the American Telephone and 
Telegraph company as does the suit 
in Chicago. The American Telephone 
and Telegraph company is alleged to 
own $5,204,977 of the $5,450,927 worth 
of Central Union stock outstanding 
and by reason of such control to have 
systematically diverted earnings o 
the Central Union to its own treasury 
It is alleged to have sold instruments 
and apparatus to the Central Union 
in 1911 and 1912 for almost ?3,COO,OOf 


• more than what the same would hayc 


cost In the open market; to_have ex-1 j 
acted a payment of 4 
J/« per cent of 


the Central Union's revenues for va- 
rious services, and a rental equal to 
39 per cent of the value of the tele- j 
phone sets used by the Central Union. 


Another allegation is that the offi- 


cers of the Central Union recalled a 5 
per cent first mortgage bond issue of 
their company, paying a premium of 
5 per cent, to £et the bonds and to 
meet the expenses thus incurred bor- 
rowed the money from the American 
company at 6 per cent.

"The Home For Savings" 


Washington, Feb. 2.—The president 


will shortly outline his policy rel- 
ative to the control of water power on 
navigable streams. Democratic lead- 
ers expect the president to take a po- 
sition on this question that will bring 
his administration in sharp conflict 
•with the school of conservationists 
headed by Gifford Pinchot. The presi- 
dent, it is understood, will outline a 
policy on the water power question 
favorable to state control of such pub- 
lic works. Unless there is a change 
of attitude he will express disapproval 
of the proposal made by Mr. Pinchot 
and those associated with him, that 
water power built in streams over 
which the federal government exer- 
cises jurisdiction shall be taxed. 


The president will communicate his 


views to congress on the subject of 
water power either in, a special mes- 
sage or communications addressed to 
the committees that have jurisdiction 
over this legislation. 
Members of 


these committees have discussed the 
question with administration leaders, 
and they predict that when the presi- 
dent makes known his views as to the 
control of water powers Mr. Pinchot 
will begin warfare such as was waged 
with such disastrous political effect 
to Mr. Taft. 


In his recent annual report Franklin 


K. Lane, secretary of the interior, an- 
nounced that he was opposed to the 
federal government taxing water pow- 
ers.
